During the Great War the statement was frequently. made that human 
life appearéd to be the cheapest of all commodities. Judging by reports 
appearing in the press daily pf the continuing and steadily mounting toll of 
lives lost as the result of automobile accidents the old wardime statement 


would almost appear to be true today 

Deaths from alitomebile accidents as reported in vital statistics and by 
insurance companies now measure up in their totals to the, figures credited 
to.many of our more serious diseases 
very large number of persons crippled and maithed for life ay result of’ such 
accidents, The record is not one that reflects much credit upon ouf vaunted 
twentieth century civilization 
Responsibility fer only a very few of these fata] accidents can, be tald at 
door of defective vonstruction of automobiles, Car construétion’ has 
reached a high state pf officiency and great care is exercised by ali manufac 
turers in the quality of materials used and fn jhe excellence of warkmanship 
in construction :

The vast majority of al! automobile accidents are the diréet result of 
foothardy recklessness on the part of drivers of cars, or opentferegard by 
them of the rights of other drivers and lack of respect for the laws and rules 


of the road 

Many drivers either fail to realize, ‘or deliberately ignore the fact, that 
an automobile is a high powered machine, capable, becauge of lis power and 
eperd, of doing incalculable damage. The greater 1)@ power and «peed of 


the car, the greater the danger, and the greater the need for the exercise of 
commonsense and caution. Too many drivera, however, becutise thelr car 
ly capable of 60, 60, 70 or more mileg per hour, feel impelled to drive it at 
that rate, quite ignoring the fact that a speed of which the’ car may. be 
capable, and which may be comparatively safe on a clear, Wellpaved highway, 
ic highly dangerous driving on the average earth road of Western Canada. 

Then there is the road fool who because his car’ hag’ the power, is 
aMicted with the insane mania of always striving to pass every other ear And 
who seems to labor under the delusion that it is an insult ‘to allow any car 
to pase him, - . . 

Again, there 1s the type, and a numerous type, it tx, which refunes to 
obeervé the aatomobile laws and rales of the road, takes tho right-of-way 
trom others entitled to it, and selfishly dashes along regardlese of everybody 
clee, and without giving the slightest consideration to the fact that, while he 
may get safely through, he may bring disaster upon loss experienced or more 
nervously inclined drivers. Many, probably most, drivéra “give way and 
relinquish their rights to these roadhogs rather than Invite ‘an accident. Bot 
the roadhog can never be sure of this and an accident is the result. 

Finally, there is the driver who rather ihan slow down and possibly 
walt a few seconds in safety at a rallway erossing, or a dangerdls curve In 


the road, speeds Ahead, Many have saved a second or two only to be maimed”

Legislators, road builders, car manufacturers, all are striving to devise 
ways and means of diminishing causes of accident..Roads are Being bullt 
wider, with easier curves, less pitch to them, less pronounced ditches at the 
side, with guard rails at dange: spots, warning: signa, and a multitude of other 
devices. Legislators and others are secking to evolve practical headlight ana 
ether traffic regulations, Manufacturers are exercising tlieir ingenuity in the 
improvement of brakes. and safety appliances, Stull the death toll mounts 
higher and higher. : ‘ . 

Why? There is only one answer, Because of a desire to poast of the 
performanoe of their car te achieve a momentary Ahrjll, to travel at a totally 
unnecessary speed, in a word, ‘to outdo somebody .as foolish and reckless qs 
themselves, people will hazard Ufe and limb, not only their own but every- 
body's, Law officers are doing their best to protect @ long suffering public, 
but they can only punish the offender; they cannot preyent the accident. 
Only an aroused public opinion, and a wider acceptance by all of the Guties 
of responsible eittzenship can remedy the evil and the loss to which attention

He showed them an economic side) 
of the situation that they had never | 
before grasped, in that thirty per | 
cent. of all deaths and fifty per cent. | 
of all illnesses are preventable. Each | 
one suddenly realized that he person- | 
ally was spending a large sum of | 
money annually which might be) 
saved. His business concern was 
spending a much greater amount. 
The community in which he lived was 
paying tremendous bills unneces- 
sarily. Each Province, and the Feder- 
al Government as well, was shoulder- 
ing an enormous additional burden in | 
order to look after preventable fliness | 
and death, . 

To cope with fliness, preventable | 
and impossible to prevent. Canadians 
have made a capital investment of 
$179,500,000 which is sub-divided as 
follows: 


Hospitals ...:.......% $120,000,000 
Asylums .....6.566.5. 60,000,000 | 
Sanitaria .........66. 9,500,000 


This capital investment is being | 
steadily increased. Yet, it is at least 
safe to assume that, generally speak

these costly facilities are employed in | Industry it is used as a base for col- 


dealing with preventable illness. 
The yearly overhead is also stag 
gering. Canadians pay fifty millions 
annually to operate these institutions. 
It is fair to assume that Yorty per 
cent. is used in treating unnecessary 
disease, : 
Business and industry are forced to 
foot a terrific bill. The number of 
days of labor lost yearly because of 
unnecessary Sllness is set at 10,500, 
000, and if $3.00 is fixed as the aver- 
age value of each day's work to the 
employee, there is another annual 
item of loss amounting to $31,500,000.

Invention Usually Hae a Motive, But 
Diecoverer is Urged By Curiosity 
The inventor fg always endeavoring 

to attain some practical end, whilet a 

discoverer by intent, ts generally mo 

tived sélely by cifrfosity. Not infre 
quently, no doubt, the inventor makes 
discoveries for the most part unwel 
come and disconcerting, in the course 
of practicalizing his ideas. .The dis 
coverer seldom reaps much material 
benefit from his labors, but this also 
holds true of the great majority of 
inventors. The few who attain suc 
cess, in this sense of the term, gen 


| erally purchase it very dearly at ihe 


cost of many anxious days and sicep 


less nigtits. Financial’ worries pile 


| themselves on top of unforeseen tech 


nical difficulties. Partuers and asso 


clates become depressed and discour 
aged. They ure the abandonment of 
the venture and the return to safe 
and humdrum manufacturing opera 
tions. It js said that the original 
partners of Sir Charles Parsons in in 
sisting on the abandonment of any 
further attempt to make the steam 


turbine a mechanical and commercial 
success, assured him that he would 
never make.a copper penny out of his 
ideas. Bessemer, it will be remem- 
bered, proposed in the first instance 
that hig steel proceas should be devel 
oped by firms already engaged in the 
trade, working under license.
